The Augusta eleven rolled up another victory over Randolph Macon the following week 
by a hard charging backfield and a strong line. McCraw and Koellmer showed up well in 


the game by excessive running and completed passes. The entire team played well defensively, 
as well as offensively. The Chapmanmen came out on top 13-0. 


The Blue and White next met the aggressive Miller School team. They played well, 
holding A.M.A. to only two touchdowns. The game wasn’t /won until the last quarter, 
when Simmons of A.M.A. caught a pass for the final score.

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BASKETBALL 1946 


Augusta Military Academy spent the 1946 basketbail season with only three letter men 
back from last year’s squad.

The season started very slowly, with Harrisonburg defeating Augusta 32-19 on Har- 
risonburg’s court.

Augusta 11 Riverdale 16 The 1946 Fencing season was 
Augusta 201%4 West Point 6% one of the most successful in the 
Augusta 6 Baltimore City College 3 history of the sport. The three 
Augusta 9 Uito2 NAY Blepessis weapon team became a reality, 
Augusta 171%4 Penn Charter 91% and the result for its first year 


was quite promising. The Foil 
Team was composed of Jackie Field, Bobby Bowie, and Dave Ducey; the Epee 
trio having Dave Brewer, Major Smith, and Tommy Mandes; the Sabre three 
with Paul Moerschell, Ludlow Griner, and Johnny McGuffin. 

The opening meet was with Riverdale Country School of New York City, 
with our opponents winning 16-11. Dacey and Bowie won two of their scheduled 
bouis, with Jackie Field winning but one encounter. In the Epee, Mandes and 
Smith won two of their three, while Dave Brewer eked out but one win. In the 
Sabre, Moerschell was the sole light, with his single win in three starts. 

West Point Plebes were next on our list, and the rebound from the Riverdale 
defeat brought us sweet music to the tune of 20% to 6%, our favor. Augusta 
swept all three weapons, winning six of the nine foil bouts, six and a half of the 
nine epee bouts, and eight of the nine sabre matches. Field won all three of his 
bouts in the foil, with Brewer and Smith doing likewise in the epee. In the sabre, 
Moerschell and McGuffin also took their three bouts. 

Two weeks later, our squad journeyed to Maryland, where they engaged both 
Baltimore City College and Poly in the foil with Augusta defeating City 6-3, and 
winning on points from Poly.

The next afternoon Augusta met the Navy Plebes, and although putting up 
a fine showing, fell in defeat to the score of 18-9.

I just had a letter from my good friend and counselor, Major “Big Boy” Charles S.
